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DETAILED ACTION 



1. Amendment and response filed by applicants in Paper No. 5, dated may 27, 2003 have 
been entered and considered carefully. Claims 1-2, 4-6 are pending. 

2. The rejection of claims 4 under 35 USC 1 12 first and second paragraph are dropped in 
view of the amendment. 

3. The rejection of claim 6 under 35 USC first paragraph is dropped in view of the 
amendment. 

4. The rejection of claims 1-2, 4-6 under the judicially created doctrine of obviousness type 
double patenting over claims 1-5 of US 6,340,691 is maintained for reason of record. 

Applicants argued that ". . .to the contrary, it has been well established that slight 
structural differences can justify separate patents. . .". Please note that it has been clearly 
delineated in the previous office action although slight structural differences can justify separate 
patents, such differences must be unobvious over the recognized attribute over the analogous art. 
It was clearly of record that multiple references in the field taught the particular modification of 
"attribute" to be conventional and obvious by the art of record (see paper No.4, page 3 4 th 
paragraph). Especially, the teaching of US 6,340,691 (see whole specification) included the 
modification being prima facie (see specification col. 2-11). Please note that US 6,340,691 is by 
another thus are not teaching from the instant applicants. The perpondrous of references 
included this very modification being attribute for such compounds rendered the two sets of 
claims prima facie irrespective of patentability in other field of compounds having small but 
unobvious structural difference.
